DECOSMOS' SEPARATION 
MOTION/ 



Until the public sliall have been 
plncccl in possession of complete in- 
formation na to the causes that led to 
Afr. DeCosmos' extraordinary motion 
iu'tbe House of Commons the other 
day,' it will naturally be at loss tone- 
count forhiscource. Followingsoquick- 
ly on Dr. McI^^•E^3' dispatcb to Mr. 
Walkeji, Mr. DeC.'s action seems in- 
explicable. The doctor's telegnmi; con- 
veyed the "positive assurance" of the 
Dominion. Government that railway 
work will bo coinmenced-in the Prov- 
ince during tlio present year. That 
dispatch was dated tlie 7th. Mr. De- 
Cosmos' secession luotion wa.s offered 
the day succeeding — tlio 8tli. Now, 
docs it not seem a little singular that 
after the . positive assurance of 
the Ministry, and before they had 
time to nniiounco their ijolicy, a mo- 
tion such as is ascribed to Mr. DeCosmos 
should have been madel We arc forced 
to' cnp! o£ two' conclusious; viz: ..^ Either 
•that Mr. DeCosmos was not talceh in- 
- •'to the confidence of the Ministry, and 
knew nothing of the "positive assur- 
ance" given Dr. jMcTn'NEs and five 
otlier motnbers of the British Colum- 
bia delegation the day before; or that, 
having been taken into Ministerial 
confidence, lie learned that the claims 
,o£ the route most acceptable to Yic- 
'iorians had been discarded b^- the Ot- 
tawa Government. If tlio former 
liypothcsi.s be tlio explanation of what 
is at prcKcnt involved in niystcrj', a 
salisfaotory oxeuse can bo found for 
the motion. If, on the other hand, 
'the latter be thc^ solution, then wo say 
that the motion cannot be defended; and 
we Hliall fnol _i;lnd to know that no mem- 
ber for this Province was found pre- 
pared to .second it. 

' This country cannoi dictate to the 
Dominion the particular route by which 
a railway that is tc bebuilt witli Domin- 
ion monov in the Dominion interest 
shall luiil tlio snltwateron the Pacific 
Coast. J I may suggest, but it cannot 
control the selection. We should like, 
above nil tiiinp, to see the Carnarvon 
Terms carried out; but if the financial 
condition of Canada be such as to pre- 
clude tlio attainment of that desirable 
object, what then? Are we to decline to 
allow the Government to coinniencc the 
road anywhere except where it is 
thought that it will best subserve the 
interests of this City? Wo hope it 
will be found that the .Separation reso- 

' lution was based on .something more 
tangible tlian a route grievance. Tiiere 
is no disposition on the part of the 
Province to bear heavily ou the Do- 
minion Governuicnt, nor to ask for 
impossibilities. All parties, though, 
are pledged to accept no policy that 
dobs not insure railway construction 
somewhere in the Province during the 
present year. Tho Province has been 
Jobliko in tho patience it has exorcised 
under many disappointments; but its 
patience is now strained to tho utmost 

. .ten^sion. It is not prei>ared to quibble 
abdut routes, because a renewal of that 
controversy will be productive of fur- 
ther delay. But it has a right to ex- 
pect and does expect that the road will 
be commenced with the opening of the 
working season now close at hand. 



A JtmON OF TERROR 

RUSSIA. 



IN 



. Russia is sadly alliicted by tyrants 
and assassina Prineo Erapotkine, 
the Governor of Kbarkoff, has been as- 
sassinated by order of the Nihilists; 
and if the proclamation they have pub- 
lished all over tho Emjiire contains 
nothing but the truth the Prince was 
very. unwise when he ventured to ride 
alone,^n>lijp..,cflrriag^. "at .night. The 
proclamation "reacls as follows; — lie 
was one of our deadliest enemies; one 
of the most inhuman jailers of our im- 
prisoned brethren. Ho is dead! exe- 
cuted by order of the Russian Socialist 
revolutionary organization. That or- 
• ganizntion begs to lay before tlio public 
frankly and sincerly the reasons that 
have compelled it to have further re- 
course to the revolver. Khapotkine 
had committed the following crimes: — 
At the f-nd of last year lio sanctioned 
and ordered the barbarous trGatment 
to which political prisoners were suli- 
jected in the prison of Kharkofl'. Ho 
.^falsely reported to the Minister of the 
Interior, on tho subject of the last dis- 
turbances at the University of Kbar- 
koff, that the police had been attacked 
by the students, whereas in reality it 
was the latter who, by his own orders, 
had first been flogged with Cossack 
whips. He is directly responciblo for 
'the ferocious and barbarous treatment 
of political prisoners at Borisoglebsli, 
and his name is intimately connected 
with the history of the Central prison 
in that town, where ho was guilty of 
tho following acts: After the invalid 
■ prisoner PtOTNiKOFP had been jiut in 
chains tbe other prisoners transmitted 
to KuAPOTiciNE a memorial in which 
•the revolting conduct cf the chief jailor 
was set forth. The jailer, irritated at 
this step, deprived tii« pri.soners of the 
privilege of obtaing food from outside, 
jradi^ed'the time allowed for taking ex- 
ercise,^ put 'chains oil sick prisoners, 
abolished their extra ration.s, and at 
last caused the openings over tho cell 
doors to be boarded up to the exclu- I 
siou of all ventilation. In reply to the \ 
prisoners' memorial, Prince Kuapot- | 
KINE issued tho following order: "Al- i 
though the chief jailor w/is not justified j 
in putting chains on the prisoners who j' 
bad undergone tho probation, never- 
theless, as a punishment for insulting 
the jailor by making a complaint 
to the Governor, the refractory 
prisoner-s shall bo locked up in the 
black holo of the prison for periods of 
ono'tb three days, while those" who 
have already passed the required period 
of probation shall bo restored to the 



list of prisoners uiiderg:oiii£r probation, 
and be put in irons.." On tlie 3rd of 
July tix of tlie political prisoners re- 
solved lO put an end to the iiusupporta- 
ble existence to which tboy , were con- 
demned unless some relaxation of tho 
prison discipline were granted, and de- 
termined to cut short their misery by 
starving theuiselvss to death. Prince 
KUAPOTKIN'E not only rejected their 
petition, bat after thoy had passed se- 
vott days withouttastingfocid, an^after 
several of thorn were no longer' able" to 
i-ifiij from tlieir bods, he sen t to tho jiri- 
son an oflicer who deceived them by 
falsely promising compliance with all 
their requcst.s, and thus again condemn- 
ing them to acontinuancoof the wretch- 
ed 'eSdstence'^wMcji^they had previously 
resolved to torminatV By ft series of 
similar measures Pi'iuco Krapotkin'e 
reduced the prisoners to fi condition 
which was equivalent to that of beinf; 
burned alive. Such are the ci-imes 
committed by Kiia-POTKINE. * * * 
Such are the cau^s <aad . consderations 
that have coiiipelled the Tlussian So- 
cialist party to .sontouco one of its oac- 
mics to death. Deatii for death, e.Kd- 
cution for execution, terror for terror I 
This is our ansM'cr to tho throats, tlio 
persecutions and tbu oppressions of tho 
Government Should sko latter perse- 
vere in its old course, the liodies of 
IIeykikg and I\lE,SHN'rzoFF will not 
have turned into dust before tiie Gov- 
ernment will hoar fioui us again." Is it 
possible that suclitcrribloacts liavebecn 
perpetrated in an old iRus.sinn Province 
by tho Emperor's deputy? The cruel- 
ties inflicted on tho rmfortunate con- 
victs who have been sent to Siberia for 
political oQencos wcrp awful, but not 
wor.so than those with which tho mur- 
dered Prince is ciiarged, Ve arc not 
surprised to hear that ho is dead, but 
wo are shocked to licar of. tho cruelties 
porpotratecl by these tyrants and nssas- 
sin.s.

"A.'jiBi3dB''of regulations for tho guidance 
of tho City police force hoa been issued 
by order of tlio City Council. Tlio code 
consists of fourteen cliiusos which state 
that any constable "found drunlc" on or 
ofiF duty shall bo suspended and dismissed; 
no constable on duty will bo permitted to 
enter a. saloon "to drink liquors," un- 
lesk he does so in the capacity of a dctcc- 
tive"ttnd then lie will be called on to give 
all explanation. It is required that con- 
stables shall avoid, as much na possible, 
standing at street corners and conversing 
with citizens and it is also ordered that offi- 
cers shall refrain from walking three 
abreast and where practiciible shall adhere 
fc^tKe puter.odgo pi tho sidewalk. Tlioy 
must rendezvous at the appointed place 
every hour whilst on duty and must ap- 
pear in proper police uniform. At 10:30 
every morning all ofliccis are required to 
muster at tlio Police Barracks unless 
otherwise on duty. A constable on re- 
coiYifig'information of a crime, with the 
commission ol 'which other constables 
should bo made acquainted, will report at 
the Police Barracks as soon as possible, 
and any constable having special duty to 
perform is expected to do his best to com- 

gltite'his work successfully. A constable 
Aving a complaint against a brother ofli- 
cer must enter it on the police chargo- 
book'.whioh isj.to'ho kept by tlio Superin- 
tendent.'^ "For refusing to obey "any just 
or reasonablo order" of tho Superintend- 
ent or Sergeant of Police a constable will 
be suspended from duty. Every consta- 
ble will bo hold responsible for accoutre- 
ments, clothing, itc. , supplied him by tho 
City Council, and if any loss of such pro- 

Eerty arises from negligence its value will 
o deducted from tho salaiy of tho negli- 
gent officer. Finally, the Sergeant of Po- 
lice is held responsible for tho good order 
and cleanliness of tho Police Barracks.

Tho HtfTT Fenoiiiflr Act. 

Editor Colonist; — Can you tell us 
what to do now that the House has 
made fence laws contrary to tho wish 
of two-thirds or three-fourths of the 
liind-owners in a district ? Some five 
or six months ago the .stock owners got 
up petitions to havo a fence ordinance 
passed for this district, but soon found 
they could not get any one to sign it 
except those who had large herds of 
cattle. So it was dropped. They then 
went to our M. P. P.'s and liavo in- 
fluenced them to got a fence law 
passed. Mr. Saul said they did not 
want to wait for petitions. Now, as a 
great part of the district is wheat rais- 
ing, especially along tho Fraaer Valley, 
and those who live in the high lands 
and raise hay and cattle can drive their 
stock down on us any time and destroy 
our crops and what little pasturo we 
have for our team.s, if wo are to have 
no redress wc might as well abandon 
our farms, as there are places wkero it 
is impossible to put up lawful fences. 
Tho way times are now somo far- 
mers would require to haul timber 
from 12 to 18 miles. There are none 
here now but have fences to suit them- 
selves and tlioir neighbors. It only 
those who have large bands of cattle 
who will be benefitted, as some o£ them 
drive their stock from.' 12 to 40 miles 
from fheir own ranges and don't look 
after thorn more than once or twice a 
year. 

Now, Mr. Editor, if you can show 
us a remedy you will confer a blessing 
on tho farmers of Lillooet. There are 
some wild cattle that no fence will 
turn; there are also a number of men 
here who have bands of cattle and do 
not own a foot of land in the district. 
So if wc have to abide by tho laws 
passed this session the grain-raising 
communitymay roll up their blankets; 
and the sooner the better for them- 
selves. Lillooet. 



Tho Zulu Iklassacro. 



The following is tho moat succinct 
and comprehensive account of thpZulu 
massacre that lias yet reached our 
hands I 

"The' rmr-guard had finished its 
usual morning march and outspanned 
when Zulu skirmishers w^ere observed 
surrounding the hills. -TheBe skirmish- 
ers advanced towards the camp, keep- 
ing np a desultory fire. The camp was 
pitched in a broken country in a sort 
of valley, with distant surrounding 
hills. Colonel Pulleine sent skirmish- 
era, who rtsppnded to the firo of tho 
Zulus. It seems that tho number of 
Zulus was not estimated, it being con- 
sidered a slight demonstration of a few 
men. As the enemy's scouts were soon 
joined by bodies of considerable 
strength, Colonel Pullcine's .skirmish- 
ers were recalled and the camp hastily 
put upon the defensive. The Zulu army 
then came on rapidly ,in regular bat- 
talions, eight deep,, keeping up a heavy, 
steady fire,9Vntili Vieiljs.vlthin.i4a8segai 
distanca* ■ . ^ey then ceased their fi r e 
and hurled assegais. Our men kept up 
a very steady, telling fire, and gnat 
numbers of the enemy dropped, but 
without checking their progress. The 
pjaces pf ^hp inen who fell >vere con- 
stRftttjr AHed by cqraradas. While this 
attack yfus going on in the rear a 
double flank movement was executed, 
by which the horns of tho Zulu army 
surrounded the camp. The disadvan- 
tage of tho waggons not being packed 
in Laager was now evident, and it led 
to the disaster. Oar men bad emptied 
their pouohes, and found it impossiblo 
to replenish them, as the Zulus had ob- 
tainod possession of the ammunition 
waggons, The aflfair became then one 
of absolute butchery. Our officers and 
men were assegaied as thoy stood, 
They made no charges. Tho Zulu host 
came down with tho weight of its bat- 
talions, and literally crushed the small 
body, which, could only defend itself 
with the bayonet, and very soon it had 
not even room to use that. The Zulus 
picl(&d'up the deed bodies of thei];;,(;om- 



rades and hurled them on the bayonet 
points of our soldiers, thus simply beat- 
ing down all defence. The \vork of 
destruction was complete. Within two 
hours from tho time the Zulu skirmi-sh 
crs were sson there was not a living 
white man in the camp. The ammuni- 
tion, the guns, the commissariat su]!- 
plies, the waggons, the oxen, all tho 
material, of. ^ the column, fell into the 
liands of the enemy. Fortunately two 
cannons were spiked by Capt. Smith, 
E.A., who was assegaied whilst in tho 
act of spiking. As far as could be 
asceirtained,T.^the . Zulus carried away 
all the ammunition and some waggons, 
and destroyed whatever was left bo- 
hind."

AFRICA. 
LoNDOK, April 9. — Additional ad- 
vices from Capo Town about tho di.sa.s- 
ter to the British convoy on tho In- 
tombo river, March 12tli, report that 
besides the troops it is thought 10 wa- 
gon drivers and followers were killed ; 
twonty-fivo Zulu corpses wore found on 
the field of battle. It is believed many 
moro were disowned. The Zulus had 
ample time to get news of the convoy 
as it was delayed at the ford three days 
by heavy rains. The ford was only 
four miles fromLun'fberg. It is thought 
there was great carelessness in selecting 
the position of the camp and neglecting 
to send a larger force from Luneberg 
to meet the convoy. Colonel Pearson 
signals from Ekowe that he can hold 
out ten days longer — till tho 4th of 
April. His provisions only are short. 
He has plenty of ammunition. Scouts 
report that the Zulus arc concentrated 
iu largo masses eleven miles north of 
tho Tugela river. Thoy are in a dense 
jungle and their numbers are unascer- 
tainablo. 



EUROPE. 

LoXDON, April 9. — IMiners in the 
Houghton and Seaham district have 
determined to destroy tlio property, 
Tho owners and managers have station- 
ed one hundred police in Scahain Hall 
and a conflict is imminent. Culliury 
managers are leaving or baricading 
their houses. 

There were serious riots last night in 
Collierville, Durham, near C'orsctt'.s. 
Sixteen police, who were protecting the 
non-riotors, were injured and houses 
wero wrecked. Rioting was resumed 
to-day. 

CxVLIFORNIA. 

Sa.v Fra.n'cisco, April 9. — The giant 
powder work.s, near the Golden Gate 
Park, which blew uji a few weeks ago, 
were the scene of another explosion at 
5:20 this afternoon. It is supposed 
that a spark of tire struck a washing- 
tub between tho mixing-house and tlie 
washing-house. The latter was demol- 
ished and the roof of tho mixing-house 
stove in, and the glass iu the houses in 
tho vicinity smashed. Nobody was 
hurt, and thedamagcis less than $1000. 

San Francisco, April 9. — J. J. O'- 
Brien hiis finally settled up his affairs 
by giving his notes with eiglit endors- 
ers for fifty cents on tho dollar and 
ten cents cash. He has removed his 
branch store from Oakland to the main 
store on Market street.

Says the New York JTorW,-— Lord 
Dufferin did not begin his work of 
awakening the interest of his brethren 
the English Liberals in colonial affairs 
too soon, for in the speech Earl Gran- 
ville made in propo.sing the now Am- 
bassador's hoalth ho alludod to tho Pre- 
mier of Canada at the time of Confed- 
eration and at present as "Sir J. Mac- 
kenzie," instead of "Sir John A. Mac- 
donald." However, as it has been ru- 
mored that not long ago a Conserva- 
tive Minister in London ordered a ship- 
ment of stores to British Columbia via 
Quebec under the impression that the 
Canada Pacific line was in operation, it 
might be unjust to describe cither party 
in England as enjoying a monopoly of 
ignorance about Canadian affairs. Be- 
sides which it is no business of ours to 
breed trouble in the family over the 
border. 

A disgraceful scene took place on 
Friday in ths North Carolina Legisla- 
ture. Turner, from Orange, objected 
to legislation after twelve. The clock 
was turned back half an hour. Turner 
took his stand under the clock and de- 
fied any person to turn it back again, 
threatened to kill the door-keeper who 
was ordered to arrest bini, and dared 
the Speaker to come down and help to 
do it 

E^-Ji|dge Krum and Mr, Ecgles, 
both prominent Missouri lawyers, wero 
arguing a case in St. Louis Thursday 
week, when Mr. Eccles interrupted 
Judge Krum rudely and charged that 
ho was intoxicated, Judge Krum 
promptly knocked him down,' and tho 
Court promptly fined them ' both for 
contempt. Tho fine was paid and tho 
argument proceeded, but Mr. Eccles 
again offended, and, another fight oc- 
curring, the Court ordered thorn both 
under arrest.

The terrible disaster to tho British 
troops in South Africa is the only topic 
in London and the Queen's domains 
to-day. The afl'air is very humiliatin 
to British military jiride and it i.s ovi 
dout that "some one has blundered." 
To elongate;! a whole regiment in one 
attenuated iin6 as a convoy and guard 
of a provision and munition train, ex- 
tending over a distance of several 
miles, in a country swar.ming with hos- 
tile savages, is a most hazardous, not 
to say reckless manojuvri;. Tho result 
was, as might have been expeoted, that 
the long file of nearly h thouuahd men 
wei'o flanked and butchered by 20,000 
half-naked but well armed Zulus, 
whose only knowledge of war is con- 
tained in their only word of command, 
"Death to the enoinyl" Sixty officers 
and- live .hundred ■ English soldiers 
were slaughtered, and as many moro of 
their native soldiers. That these vic- 
tims of military indiscretion fougiit 
braroly may be gathered from tho fact 
that thoy piled five thousand dead 
savages on tho bloody field; but over 
one hundred wagons filled with arms, 
munitions and provisions fell into tho 
hands of tho enemy, greatly strength- 
ening them for future contlict.s. This 
unexpected blow has produced a pro- 
found sen-sation in England. There 
has been nothing so harrowing to tho 
heart of the nation since the insurrec- 
tion of the Sepoy.s. Reinforcements 
are rapidly going forward on a gigantic 
scale, sonio twenty lurgo ships having 
been already chartered for the purpose, 
including four of tho National Steam- 
ship Line, and four of tho Cunard, the 
latter company having contracted with 
the Government to supply 10,000 tons 
of shipping at a day's noticft. This 
makes business Lvely in the Liver- 
pool docks, and in all the camps 
and arsenals of the United Kingdom. 
"It is an ill wind, etc." It is to be 
hoped that those reinforcements may 
reach tho Capo in time — the average 
is thirty days — to save tho feeble col- 
ony of Natal from destruction. Flushed 
and frenzied with their victory tho Zu- 
lu army of forty thousand warriors 
will naturally attempt to annihilate 
every vestige of the English settle- 
ments in South Africa. Of the ulti- 
mate result of this war between civili 
zation and barbarism there can bo no 
doubt; but tho struggle will bo a long 
and costly one like that of the Indian 
war in the United States. Savage 
hordes are much harder to fight than 
civilized and disciplined troops. They 
never know when they are conquered, 
in fact they are never conquered so 
long as a single "brave" remains in the 
field, or rather iiides iu the ambush. 

While all England is aroused and 
eager to rush to Zululand to inflict a 
swift revenge for their slaughtered 
countrymen; the Opposition in Parlia- 
ment is using this humiliating calamity 
as an argument against tlie Ministry. 
Tlieso foreign wars, however successful, 
are inflicting a heavy burthen on the 
nation. Weights farthest from the 
centre are the hardest to carry. It was 
in Africa" that the empire of the 
C.-csars found its fate after conquering 
Gaul, Britain, and all the world. Is 
tho British Empire repeating the am- 
bition of tho ancient Roman? In 
Punch's great cartoon, a few weeks 
since, representing the Briti.sh Bull 
staggering under his numerous heavy 
riders— Turkey, Afghanistan, etc — the 
Zulu appears in tho act of jumping on 
tho vacant space near tho tail, saying 
"Dero's jes' room for me." 

What have not cruel parents 
to answer for, from tho time 
of Bappha's mother, who could not 
abide Mr. Phaon, down to Villkins and 
his faithful Dinali! It is not often 
tliat tho attached coujile ride away 
into eternity in pairs. Sometimes it is 
rather a prosaic sort of business, as in 
Pyranius and Thisbo, and Romeo and 
Juliet. The French havo a decided 
dislike to such a one-horse sensation. 
When Jules and Mario find their par- 
ents obdurate, or for any other cause, 
they will take a stroll along tho banks 
of tho Scino, and after carefully deposit- 
ing hats and'bonnets on tho grass lest 
they should got wet, leap arm-in-arm 
into the deepest hole they can find. 
Sometimes they prefer a warmer and 
drier death, and, after a carouse, shut 
themselves up in a garret, stop all the 
openings and asjihyxiate themselves 
with the fumes of burning charcoal. 
In England they are not much addict 
ed to this partnership in suicide.; their 
unsociability of character, their spirit, 
shows itself -stroug even in death, Mr. 
Charles GiObrd and Miss Blanche 
Crossfield havo probably been reading 
French romances, and, being prevented 
from marrying, determined to spite 
their parents and drown. I am in- 
formed that some years ago Mr, Gif- 
.ford aaved tho young'lady from drown- 
ing, and, as a intural consequence, 
they grew attached to each other, and 
were engaged ; but tho course of true 
love never did- run smooth, . and Mr. 
Crossfield, the father, suddenly object- 
ed that young Gifford was a Roman 
Catholic. No compromise with Belial ; 
the daughter must give up her father 
or her lover.- They 'choBe a- middle 
course, and agreed that neither would 
marry any other, and each would be 
wedded to tho church — whatever that 
may mean — until papa withdrew his 
objection. Tho young man travelled, 

received a letfer from Grossfield ^;er<! 
informing him thai; his daughter was 
dying, which' was not true — that he 
(Gifford) was the cause, adding: "If 
you wed ray daughter my curse shall 
follow you both,^ I have already dis- 



inherited hen? , i^he;fatiie^tii|n did a 
very sensible thing---h'e' was" tilled In- 
a carriage accident. The letter brought 
the lover home as fast as steam could 
drag him. They met near Gravesond, 
and when thoy were seen next they 
wore floating in mid-Thames, "their 
arms united by some : silken cords;";. of 
course, nothing but'silk could bolit such 
a ronaantic pair of lovers. Tii the 
lady's purse was found a card to the 
ofl'ect that "as they were not allowed 
to marry in .this world thoy hoped 
heaven would unite them in the next." 
A good authority tells,, that ; in .h^yen 
they neither marry'^ nor are given in 
marriage; but what care young lovors 
about musty te.\ts? 

A few nights ago it was my fate to 
mi.ss the last 'hus to Bay.swater and 
not to find a cab. So I walked till I 
reached Piccadilly, corner, when a sight 
met my eyes at which I simply shud- 
dered. Tho Argyle rooms wero closed ; 
but, in their j)Iace, tho lower end of 
that casino remains, and at half-past 
one o'clock in the morning was filled 
by a crowd so vicious that in my 
wanderings over half the globe I have 
never yet seen the like. "Woro the 
police there?" you ask. "Yes," I re- 
ply. "And what did they do?" you 
rejoin. Nothing whatever but peram- 
bulate thoir rounds, while two hundred 
people woro misbehaving themselves in 
the open streets. I never saw such an 
open-air orgie.

Lieutenant Gonvillo Broomhead, of 
tho Twenty-fourth, who gets the Vic- 
toria Cro.ss and "a majorit}' for his de- 
fence of llorko's Drift against the Zu- 
lus, comes of a fighting family. En- 
sign Boardman Broomhead fought un- 
der Wolfe at Quebec, and was the man 
that brought the news to his dying 
General, "They run!" 

It is^said that since disestablishment 
the Church of Ireland has had fuller 
atteiidauco. In the dioceses of Down, 
Connor and Drouioro there was an at- 
tendance Sunday morning of 18,769, 
while in 1877 itwas32,885. Inthesame 
period the attendance atSunday evening 
services has risen from 11,899 to 21,- 
•452, and collections for church pur- 
poses have increased from £5,885 (iu 
1863) to £14,883. 

A clergyman of the Church of Eng- 
land at Gedding has issued an appeal 
for contributions to help the Presby- 
terian Church at Ipswich out of debt. 
Tho rector vouches for the Presbyter- 
ian minister, Mr. Martin, as a " faith- 
ful minister of the Gojpel," and asks 
that donations be sent to him (the rec- 
tor). 

A few weeks ago in Scotland an old 
gentleman named Kerr died, leaving a 
will by which his relatives were cut off 
without a penny, while n fortune of 
.$500,000 -was given to his lawyer, 
Thomas Throw, of Dundee. Although 
from the close intimacy -which had sub- 
sisted between Mr. Kerr and himself 
for many years, Mr. Throw would not 
have been surprised at being named in 
the will, he had no anticipation of so 
large a windfall, and fully expected 
that the relations, and more particular- 
ly a cousin, Alex. Anderson, of Long- 
haugh, would have been among the 
legatees." On learning tho nature of 
the settlement, the lawyer placed the 
matter unreser\'edly in the hands of 
two gentlemen, and asked them to ar- 
range what they considered fair and 
equitable terms with Mi'. Kerr's ne.\t 
of kin. This they have now done, and 
all questions regarding the succession 
have, through their intervention, been 
amicably arranged. Mr. Throw has in 
the most friendly manner given up one- 
half of tho bequest in his favor to 
Mrs. Anderson, of Scryno, and to 
Alexander Anderson, of Longhaugh, 
and they havo in an equally friendly 
manner accepted the same, and ratified 
and confirmed Mr. Kerr's testamentary 
deeds. 

The London Figaro says: — "Al- 
though tho Zulu war is dimming the 
lustre of our Afghan promenade, it is 
just as well that tho English people 
hould tako the trouble to read the 
scant news that comes to hand con 
cerning tho Latter. Hero is an inci- 
dent to which I would direct .special at- 
tention. The inhabitants of a village 
eleven miles south of Basawal killed a 
camp follower. To avenge the deed 
the British General ordered the village 
to be surrounded by Kifles and Ghoor- 
has, and whoever attempted to esca[)e 
was to be shot. Six women and two 
children wero shot down 'oy the British, 
and the whole of th'j huts and enclos- 
ures wero put in flames, the cattle 
were seized and foi'ty-t>vo of the inhab- 
itants were taken prisoners. Now, lis- 
ten. After all this wholesale destruc- 
tion had taken place, the whole of the 
jirisoners, with the exception of two, 
were released, because only two were 
found to have been concerned in llin 
uider pf^he camp follower. This 
disgraceful affair occurred on the 23d 
of January, and will, I trust, be 
the subject of Parliamentaiy inquiry. 
The outrage had the same amount of 
justification that there would havo been 
if Darnall had been burnt to the 
ground and its inhabitants shot besau.se 
Peaco murdered Mr. Dyson. Seeing 
how we foam at the mouth and become 
hysterical over Russian cruelties, it be- 
hooves UR to "see that the British arms 
aro not defiled with incendiarism, pi 
lage,, and the massacre of innocent wo 
men and children." ;
